definitely set down for trial on 
Monday , February 14—St. Va len­ 
tine’s Da y — belief is g rowing that 
no insanity plea ma y be entered, j 
no cha ng e of venue ma y be asked 
and that a three judg e court may 
br asked to try the ca se instead 
of trial before a petit jury . 
H o w - ! 
ever this is still m erely co n je e -1 
ture. 
By reason ot 
the 
widesprea d 
publicity in the case some diffi- j 
culty mig ht be 
experienced 
in 
obta ining a jury in a ny part of 
Ohio, it is pointed out. and for 
this season and possibly others' 
a three-judg e 
court 
mig ht 
be 
asked bv defense counsel to sit in 
the case. 
Should a jury trial be held, it 
also is pointed out, and no cha ng e 
of venue asked, or denied if asked, 
a la rg e number 
of 
prospective 
veniremen would 
probably 
be 
dra wn from the jury w heel from 
which to select the jury . 
Reg a rdless of whether a jury 
trial is held or the ca se is heard 
by three Common Plea s judg es, 
the ta king of evidence would be 
ca rried out as usual in such trials. 
Belief is also expressed that if j 
the defense had decided upon a 
/lea of insanity , the plea would 
ha ve been ma de or at least in­ 
dicated before a trial date had 
been set down.

However, some moves in the 
case, on the part of the defense, 
ma v be ma de within the next few 
w eeks before the dra wing of a 
special venire is taken up. 
Collett is being held without 
bond, as no bond was asked by 
his a ttorney s. 
It is possible he 
mig ht be released on bond later, 
a lthoug h 
vig orous protest 
has 
been ma de in his home county of 
Clinton, officers report, ag ainst 
the possibility of Collett returning 
there. 
Collett is now alone 
in 
the 
county jail, Glenn Cooper, his last 
jail mate, ha ving been released on 
bond. Cooper wa s being held for 
indecent exposure. ai\d J urnished 
. bond of $500 for his appea rance 
before g rand jury . 
He is from 
Greenfield. 
Since Collett has been im pris­ 
oned here two or 
three 
other 
prisoners ha ve been in the jail 
and were released. 
Beca use of the deep interest in 
the triple murder case, a larg e 
number of specta tors had been 
expected to crowd the court room 
during the arraig nment, 
but 
it 
seem s the g enera l public held the 
belief tha t the arra ig nment was 
not to be puhlic. 
However, the a rra ig nment was 
held Thursday in open court in 
the Common Plea s Court room
